to a point near Snn-Dimas prepared this 
week to petition the county board of 
supervisors to create a sanitation dis- 
trict so they might vote upon the met- 
ropolitan sewer plan.

tricts -already voting more than $9,000,- 
000 for this project, representatives of 
Covina, Glendora, Azusa, Puente and 
other cities east of the river are seeking 
an opportunity to join 'in the plan. 


Three meetings so far have resulted 


in resolutions favoring the project from 
the Glendora city trustees and chamber 
of commerce; from the Azusa trustees 
and chamber of commerce, the two sim- 
ilar organizations in Covina, the cham- 
ber of commerce of Puente. San Dimas, 
West Covina, Baldwin Park and Charter 
Oak are preparing to draft similar reso- 
lutions, 


This preliminary work would result 


only in the formation of a sanitation 
district; within whose boundaries an 
election would be called and the matter 
placed before the people. 
- "Los Angeles county is not anxious 
to extend this- sewer plan east of the 
San Gabriel river, unless the people so 
decide," declares A. K. Warren, county 
sanitation engineer. "We are building 
now a sewer plan for. the present and 
the future and communities are anxious 
to join in providing for this most essen- 
tial project. 
The , sewage problem is 


one which we are compelled to face 
with either the outfall sewer into the 
ocean or separate sewer farms for each 


These latter, even though similar 


expense to the larger project, are 


questionable in that other communities 
would protest the establishment of 
farms near their, boundaries. " 


The possibility of cities east of the 


river joining also with those of the 
west in the formation of a district is 
alstT .under/ consideration, 
declared

contractors, have signed a contract 
with the Builders' Crushed Bock com- 
pany of Covina for the total amount of 
material to be used in the construction 
of the huge dam in the Santa Anita 
canyon, a project of the Los Angeles 
county $35,000,000 flood control pro- 
gram. 


The stock of the Builders' Crushed 


Bock company ia very largely owned 
by local people. Three members of the 
board of directors, J. C. Pearson, C. B. 
Forsythe and E. G. Hotchkiss, are resi- 
dents of this valley. Mr. Forsythe has 
been manager of the plant since it first 
started operations and E. G. Hotchkiss 
is secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany. The plant was constructed by a 
Covina manufacturing firm, Nigg Broth- 
ers, and is said to be a model of effi- 
ciency.

Burning in Your Soul 


—Lest You Forget 


As time passes -we are getting ready- 


to produce another orange crop. Will 
•we take another chance or will we profit 
by our losses and prepare and save our 
fruit from now ont 


Personally, I am cured of my folly, 


and those who have heaxd me say I 
could afford to lose every tenth crop 
•will please forget it. When I discovered 
I -was going to take a loss very much 
oftener than every decade it became 
quite another thing, and I awoke io the 
fact that I was not fair to myself or 
the community. In the northwest the 
bankers went on the rocks financing 
agricultural failures and I fancy we 
would pull off the same stunt here if 
allowed to go on as we have, but fortu- 
nately this country has other resources, 
and when we lose our orange crop other 
things help out. But it is unfair to ask 
any financier to take a risk on our crops 
when we do not plan to safeguard that 
crop by an intelligent effort. With the 
all too frequent losses of crops the 
grower feels that the industry is al- 
ready pretty well logged with expenses, 
but those who are marketing regularly 


jtc^<»4H5efc 
With the *raought in mind 'that we 


are not going to repeat our sad. exper- 
iences but are going to equip for frost 
protection, ,thc best methods for doing 
so ought to be considered in advance 
and a program of co-operation along 
the line of efficiency and economy ought 
to be planned for well in advance. 


There promises to be heaters ou the 


market that will give satisfaction, by 
burning the oil on the outside. With 
this sort of an equipment it will be 
possible to return the left-over oil to 
the storage tank, as it will be just as 
good as it was when shipped to the 
grower. If this sort of an arrangement 
can be made it will do away with the 
necessity of the small grower putting 
in a cistern on his ranch, which is an 
expensive thing to do and goes a long 
way toward keeping the small acreage 
out of the heating game. Many growers 
have hesitated about going into it on 
account of equipment, such as tanks 
and teams. The packing house that js 
planning to give service will have 
enough tanks that can be loaded on 
trucks and serve many growers, and 
the trucks of the community will be 
mobilized for service, and I think that 
objection can-easily be overcome. 


la the matter of selecting a heater 


I think we need be in no great rush for 
that. Several new ones are coming out 
and among them will be an effective 
burner that will conserve oil and burn 
clean—and that is what the wise grow- 
er wants, for most of us have come to 
the conclusion that the smoke that 
drifts away to curse the country not 
needing it iS'So much heat units wasted, 
and I am sure we all want to keep from 
being a nuisance. 


There are one or two heaters coining 


out that promise economy and efficiency 
with the smoke nuisance eliminated, and 
I feel certain that growers equipped 
with an antiquated outfit will be will- 
ing to juj)k it when they can be shown 
Utat.it is to their interest to do so and 
it will be to their interest if they can 
save the price of a new heater by the 
oil it takes to run their old plant. 


I am hoping in the future that a few 


nights of cold weather will make very 
little difference in the boxes of fruit 
•we ship and that the average grower 
will consider his heating just as much 
a part of the game as irrigation or cul- 
tivation.

The citrus grower puts ten, eleven or twelve months of hard 


work and immense sums of money into the cultural practices 
which are necessary to bring his trees to full production. Then, 
just as the fruit has reached maturity, is ready to ship, along 
comes a cold snap. 


Then all his year of labor and his actual cash outlay must 


be sacrificed—to the devastating frost—unless he takes means 
of saving his investment. 


In the majority of eases this means is that of lighting^ his 


orchard heaters to bring the temperature up to the point where 
not only the fruit, but trees themselves, may be saved from 
freezing. 


The citrus- grower does not enjoy this phase of his work. 


It is no recreation for him to stay up night after night keeping 
hsi heaters going in order that the result of his year of endeavor 
may not be swept into the maw of Boreas. And the work does 
not stop then either.' After a hurried breakfast, this tired, be- 
fagged grower must refill the pots to meet the next night's 
demands. 


Then follows an endless round of the same thing until the 


cold wave passes and he may seek an unbroken night's rest. 


Now assume that the grower decides not to light his heaters, 


to take the chance of letting his crop freeze, and retires to a 
sleep broken by visions of possible ruin!

Then everyone suffers, the local merchant first of all. That 


particular grower finds he cannot keep his son or daughter in 
college; he cannot buy new clothing for his wife or children; 
he cannot even afford to carry on the naturally necessary cul- 
tural practices; he cannot buy fertilizer; he can scarcely pay for 
the water supply for irrigation; pest control is omitted; he 
plows or discs only when that is imperative. If he already has 
a note in the bank an extension has to be asked on that. 


So everyone suffers with the grower! 
The local merchant, the public officer, the neighbor who hap- 


pens to be in another line of business, all suffer—some in a 
direct way, others in a less direct one. The newspaper suffers 
through less advertising, for the merchant declares it is useless 
for him to advertise to people who have no money with which 
to buy. 


And all this would happen if the grower did not take the 


means provided to save his crop—namely, that of increasing 
the temperature of his orchard. 


Ths citrus grower does not like smoke or soot any better 


than others. His belongings are as likely to suffer as are those 
of the neighbors who may be inclined to criticise. 


Recently there have been some remonstrances against the 


smoke which necessarily fell as a pall over citrus growing com- 
munities during the cold period of late December in certain 
sections. 
Most of the crop was saved to Southern California 


by the heating of the orchards.—California Citrograph.

To Pull in Warm Air 


For Heating Trees 
and Fruit, New Idea 


Bingham T. Wilson of Coviaa has 


applied through Los Angeles attorneys 
for a patent on the frost prevention 
device which hs has proven to his own 
satisfaction as being entirely practic- 
able and efficient. 


It is Mr. Wilson '3 intention, he "states, 


upon receiving the patent,, to deed all 
his patent rights over to the Fruit 
Growers Supply 'Co. for the good of the 
citrus industry. 


Mr. Wilson has been experimenting 


with his device, and working on the 
theory which he has now evolved for 
several seasons. He believes and says 
his experimental work has demonstrated 
that almost regardless of temperature 
conditions near tho ground that there 
is always a stratum of warm - air at 
heights not greater than 75 feet above 
tho earth. 


To get the warmer air down to the 


earth and around the trees and fruit he 
proposes to force the cold air straight 
up from tho ground into the upper 
stratas of warm air by means of an 
engine and a blower. 
The theory is 


that by the velocity and the propulsion 
of the cold air, the exiling of warm air 
at the upper levels will be broken and 
tumbled about and that the vacuum 
thus created near the surface of the 
ground will draw the upper warm air 
down around the trees and fruit, thus 
raising the temperatures to levels of 
safety.
